the legislature Wednesday afternoo 
during the progress of the debate 
launched Tuesday by the resolution 
of A. . Ewing, West Edmonton, 
heard of the progress of negotiations 
during the last year by the western 
governments at Ottawa which have 
now reached the stage of a definite 
assurance from /Premier Meighen that 
some official proposal will be placed 
before the present session of the house 
of commons as well as before the pro- 
vinces of (Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. 

Eliminate Political References 

Hon. C. R. \Mitchell and Hon. J. R. 


SBcyle spoke from the government 
benches during the afternoon's de- 
bate, moving and seconding an 


amendment to the main motion of the 
leader of the old-line opposition 
which would eliminate the political 
references in the resolution of Mr. 
Ewing. Dr. Stanley, High \River, from 
the new extreme left group of the 
oposition announced his intention of 
supporting the government amend- 
ment which gave an indication of the 
very real division which now exists 
in the Conservative side of the house. 
Alex. (Moore, U.F.A. member for 
Cochrane, deciared his disavowal of 
any political “football’ tactics in the 
attempt to get the resources, and 
practically stated in his stand in fa- 
vor of backing up the present govern- 
ment in the effort being made to ob- 
tain a recognition at Ottawa of pro- 
vincial rights. Dr. Stanley in his re- 
mark@ deplored recriminations and 
pledged his active support to the gov- 
ernment in the negotiations now wn- 
der way with [Premier (Meighen, whom 
he declared to be a man whose pro- 
mise he felt sure would be = suppli- 
mented with definite action. 
(Lowery Supports Ewing 4 
James Lewery, Alexandra, rallied 
to the support of Leader Ewing and 
charged the government of the past 
and present in Alberta as being in- 
sincere and incapable and especially 
double-dealing with the courses taken 
to regain contrvl of the resources. 
Robt. Pearson, senior overseas mem- 
ber, scored the “political’’ effort of 
Mr. Bwing to make capital out of the 
resources question and to try and 
cement the broken ranks of his party. 
However, Mr. Pearson contended he 
could mot support the amendment of 
the government since it practically 
asked for a commendation of the 
whole Liberal regime on the question 
of resources and announced that he 
would vote for the main motion, 
After the session, the deoate veing 
adjootned by {Dr “T: Hi "Blow, South 
Calgary, it was reported that James 
Weir, Nanton, would later in the de- 
bate, propose an amendment to the 
amendment calculated to bring toge- 
ther the various viewpoints of the 
house. 
Mitchell Leads Debate 
Acting Premier Hon. C. (R. Mitchell 
who led off the debating program for 


the afternoon, ably outlined the nego- | 


tiations of the government to obtain 
recognition of Alberta's provincial 
rights while taking Mr. Ewing to task 
for the manner in which he had re- 
called political issues to the house and 
in the misleading manner in which 
they had been presented. He an- 
nounced that as a result of the nego- 
tiations in December 1920 between 
the provinces of Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan and (Manitoba, Premier ‘Meighen 
had definitely and positively declared 
that it would be impossible to ap- 
proach any basis of settlement on the 
question of an accurate and full ac- 
counting, but that a rough account- 
ing would be prepared on re- 
ecurce already alienated in these pro- 
vinces, and a proposal founded on 
these facts placed before the present 
eession of the Dominion parliament, 
as well as presented to the three pro- 
vincial governments. 

Hon. J. R. Boyle, attorney general, 
dealt with the subject in a manner 
never before equalled in the house, 
not only renewing in the most chari- 
table fashion the political history of 
the case, wherein he showed that Mr, 
Pwing's research had been very ex- 
act in certain particulars aud very 
obviously faulty in others, but gave 
a historical and legal resume of the 
whole situation which was character- 
ized by (Robert Pearson as one that 
the minister of education should have 
incorporated in the history courses of 
the province in order to give the 
young generations the same privileges 
of learning the facts of the natural re- 
s@ources case that the house had been 
@ecorded during the aflternton, 

Close tuity Neede’ 

Hon. Mr. Boyle declared that there 
must be the closest unity in the ap- 
plication from the ‘west for control of 
the resources, since the attitude of 
the east was to regard the three west- 
ern provinces as crown colonies of 
the rest of the Dominion. He pointed 
out this eastern attitude of mind as 
largely responsible for the actions of 
public men of the past and present 
in withholding the rights of the three 

rovinces, and did not believe that 
hey were influenced by dishonest mo- 
tives and political trickery as had 
been suggested by Messrs, Dwing and 
Lowery. However, Sir. Boyle thought 
the bar of public opinion should be 
fiven another chance in the matter 
and felt that ths Dominion parlia- 
ment should, if at all pomsible, settiv 
the question. if this fe:led then he 
Was prepared to go to the higheat 
court of the empire to see that the 
constitutional and sovereign rights of 
the provinces were recognized, 

The amendment proposed by Hon. 
Mr. Mitchell and seconded by Mr,

How- 
ever, it was to be noted that the main 
portion of the political review of Mr.

In fact the 
first governments of the provinces 
were not responsible for the autonomy 
. terms, since they came into power 
following the formation of the pro- 
vinces, . 
Conditions Have Changed 
In the election campaigns that fol- 
lowed many issues were raised besi 1:3 
that of the rights to the resources and 
the result did not mean that the peo- 
ple wholly endorsed the witholding 
as a protest against some of the terms 
put this was scarcely a logical step 
because it was recognized that the 
question af the control of public do 
mains could vere well be taken up 
later. The provinces were new and 
the future could not be readily fo-s- 
seen and in reality the cash grants at 
that time were probably a blessing 
which the resources could not have 
equalled. Today it was not a question 
of mere political advantage, and if 
any party could claim advantage they 
were surely entitled to it. 
Government Not Idle 
Mr. Mitchell reminded the oppost- 
tion that several elections had been 
held since 1906 and apparently the 
people of Alberta were not willing to 
entrust the Conservatives with powor 
in spite Of their first stand on the 
question of resources, It was not tra) 
that the Aiberta government had be*n 
idle in this respect, but it could not 
be said that Mr. Ewing himself had 
been prominent in these activities. 
In reviewing the government's efforts 
at Ottawa Mr. Mitchell pointed out 
that Premier Sifton in 1910 opened 
the negotiations with the Dominion 
to reopen the resources case. He was 
joined by Premier Scott of Saskatche- 
watt, In 1911 the Laurier regime was 
succeeded by the Wonservatives and 
even Mr. Ewing was generous enough 
to admit that Sir (Robert Border, as 
a defir'‘e policy, promised the prairie 
provinces their domains. In 1911 aj- 


plication was made to Premier Bor- | 


den, and again in 1913 when Premier 
Sifton suggested a conference fellow- 
ing an (inter-provincial meeting of 
Sifton, Scott and Roblin, 

Nothing in the way of real progress 
was obtained from Ottawa, however, 
and in 1916 another demand was 
made for control of the provinctal 
schools lands. In 1918 Premier !Mar- 
tin of Saskatchewan joined Premier 
Sifton in asking Sir Robert Borden 
for action, and received assurance 
that the matter would be taken up 
and some settlement proposed. When 
Premier Stewart came into office in 
1918 he at once renewed the applica- 
tions together with Premiers Nocris 
and Martin. They also asked action 
of 6ir Thomas White in 1919. But it 
was not until 1920 that definite pro- 
gress was made as a result of Pre- 
mier Stewart wiring the new preniier. 
Mr. ‘Meighen, asking for a settlement 
of the question. A conference was 
held at Ottawa last December along 
the Mnes dealt with in press reports 
of the time, with the case of Mani- 
teba set forth in detail and concurred 
with in the main by tthe other two 
provinces. 

Negotiate on Equal Baats 

While the resources of Alberta in 
many respects were greater than the 
other provinces, this province couid 
hardly expect the same settlement a5 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, but Pre- 
mier Stewart and Hon. Mr. Mitchell 
agreed to negotiate on a practically 
equal basis in order to make progress 
if possible. Premier Meighén stated 
flatly at the outset that there could 
not be a full accounting as suggested 
by Manitoba for allenated domains. 
This was physically impossible it was 
claimed, and the western representa- 
tives were forced to admit the force 
of the argument. Later T'remier 
Meighen consented to prepare a rough 
statement of the whole financi as- 
pect of the situation, and upon this to 
base a propoea! for the return of the 
resour¢es which he would submit to 
the 1921 parliament, and also to the 
respective provincial governments. 
Mr. Mitchell said he had no reason 
to belleve that the prime minister of 
Canada would not carry out his pro- 
mise. Right now the provincial gov- 
ernment was waiting for this action 
to be taken.at Ottawa and for an 
avenue of eventual settlement to be 
opened. Until this action was taken 
the legislature in decency and cour- 
tesy could not very well take any dras- 
tic steps. 

Redress Through Courts 

Mr. Mitchell denied that the gov- 
ernment side of the house had been 
derelict in its duty, citing the several 
resolutions passing the Jsessions of 
1910, 1912, 1915 and 1920 urging the 
surrender of the resources. If the 
Dominion would not act, redress 
might be obtained through the courts, 
but this means long legal battles and 
delays and he felt sure the province 
would not approve of the Alberta gov- 
ernment going over the heads of all 
Dominion authority and laying the 
ease at the foot of the throne in 
Downing street. It was not the thing 
to expect the Imperial parliament to 
intercede and settle purely provincial 
matters, so long as there was respon- 
sible government in Canada. He sug- 
gested that the amendment of Mr. 
Ewing was a political slap that could 
not get the approval of the house, 
since all administrations at Ottawa 
since 1905 were involved in the with- 
holding of the resources of Alberta. 
It was scarcely likely that the legis- 
latute would be willing to directly 
charge that the resources had been 
refused simply to give the govern- 
ments at Ottawa an opportunity for 
polltical exploitation. 


Mr. Lowery's Stand 

J, E. Lowery chided the acting pre- 

mier for ‘purposely ignoring the legal, 
political anc historical aspects” of the 
natural resources case, claiming that 
the jAlberta government during the 
last ten years had paid far more at- 
tention to political ag than 
to political economy. he traditions 
of the Liberals of 1906 were being 
pretty well adhered to by the Liberals 
of 1921 in the legislature. He refer- 
ed to the natural resources resolu. 
tions dealt with in the house, charg- 
ing them to be primarily for political 
burpones, 

Claiming to have been a “provincial

—Amounts Limited 


In conformity with an understand- 
ing reached with the retail mercnants 
ussociation of the province, the gov- 
ernment has introduced a bill in the 
house amending the #mall 
whereby powers are vested in 
of the peace end police maegist 
try actions for debts to arc 2 
exceeding fifty and one hundred do!

Hion. J. RR. Boyle has introduced 
the bill in the house providing that 
justices of the peace shall have furis-
